‘Mr Sobolev expressed — the 
hope that the’ sub-committee 
would ‘express its views on the 
political proposals made in’ the 
Soviat disurmament prepotals of 
May 10. These called for 
elimination of overscas , 
withdrawal of occupation forces, 
a declaration by the United 
Nations urging the end of the 
cold war, the settling of Far 
Enatern questions “in accordance 
with the principle of sovereignty 
and territorial integrity,” and 
‘the removal of obstacles to in- 
ternational trade. :
